Of couroe I never dreamed of claiming for Lienie the sole 
founder fe®lp of the P.N.E.U. If soma stupid pafjers have 
made such a statement, it is entirely their doing and I hope 
you will believe that neither I nor any of us had any 
knowledge of it. 

The whole thing is too absurd. Newspapers often 
abridge in their own way and in doing so entirely distort 
the facts. Your position is so secure that you should not 
give the matter any further thought. I do hope you will 
never doubt our entire loyalty to yourself and the great 
cause for which you stand.
